FROM CAPTAIN CARSON 


sgt..major McCullough .will 
BE HOME FOR CHRISTMAS 


\1918 CHRISTMAS :NEW YEAR 191 


I Captain G. M. Carson has written 
an interesting letter dated Nov. 11th, 
from the front to a friend in Vulcan, 
of which the following is an extract: 

"I have had a very easy time all 
Summer, but frequently punctuated 
by shell Are. We joined in the great 
push almost two months ago, and 
have had a very interesting time since 
then. Battle followed battle quite 
quickly, always with the same re¬ 
sult. 

“About September 20th we began to 
get into a country which showed signs 
of once having houses, and conditions 
rapidly improved, and we now find 
towns fairly intact. This is a very 
important consideration on account of 
shelter and rest for the~ troops. 

“We still usually sleep in the cel¬ 
lars as we hayo not yet become im¬ 
mune to shell fire. Hun airplanes 
have been very scarce of late, —be.* 
whether from lack of petrol or on 
account of the weather we do not 
know. Our boys have been very 
hard worked, but still fit and full of 
vim. 

“With the siege artillery the ad¬ 
vance consists of jumps of various 
leng.'hs, but usually about 5,000 
yards. One day we are in a position 
probably 1,C00 or 1,500 yards from 
the fiont and the next day be out of 
range. We have a large number of 


Sgt.-Major Hugh McCullough will 
be home for his Christmas dinner, and 
his relatives In this district are among 
the most pleased people in the world 
at the prospect df having him with 
them after his being at the war ever 
since it started. 

Sgt.-Major McCullough enlisted as 
a private in the 10th Battalion and 
went overseas in the Fall of 1914. He 
has been in the war ever since. Four 
times wounded, the last time at Vimy 
Ridge, he received word that he was 
granted three months leave to Canada 
just before the final Hindenburg 
drive started, but he was held on ac¬ 
count of that drive, which took place 
in March of this year. He was after¬ 
wards called to report for leave at 
Plymouth on November 10th, and he 
eventually came through to Canada 
on that leave. 

At present Sgt.-Major McCullough 
is visiting his sister, Mrs. Bricker, in 
Lethbridge in which city he arrived 
on Saturday night. He went on from 
there to Blackie on Tuesday evening 
and there will join his family. Mr, 
Blake McCullough of Vulcan is~a bro¬ 
ther, and Is going to'' join in the party 
of welcome, tickled to death to have 
his brother back again. Sgt.-Major 
McCullough will be around Blackie 
and Vulcan for the next two weeks.

But in all our thankfullness and re¬ 
joicing let us not forget that there 
arehnany thousands of people all over 
the world whose Chrisamas time this 
year will be sadddened by memory; 
they will drink if the cup of bitterness 
again in the recollection that some¬ 
where on the battlefield a life they 
loved has been laid down on the altar 
of love and devotion to a worthy 
cause. .No message of Peace and 


done their part ip a spirit of noble 
sacrifice and incomparable duty. For 
four years the struggle was one for 
the soldier; the year 1919 brings the 
struggle for the civilian. .Now it is 
time for us to take up the burden of 
all the new problems calling to us, our 
task to fulfil the sacrifice of the fallen 
and cement the duty of the hero. 

How will we do it? If we fail in. our 
duty then the war was lost and the 
sacrifice of countless lives wan in vain. 
We must not iail; ours the task 
through the New Year and succeeding 
years to make life happier and bright¬ 
er, to stand, every man together, 
shoulder to shoulder, in an endeavour 
to.make the world a better place to 
live in and to die in. The age of 
brotherhood is ours, the age of help¬ 
fulness and co-operation toward a 
better standard of citizenship^ that 
we achieve a higher national entity 
and ambition. The year 1919 is ours 
to demonstrate that we are capable 
of carrying on the work so magnific¬ 
ently commemorated on every battle¬ 
field by our soldiers. If we do this 
then the sacrifice of untold life and 
treasure will not have been in ’ vain,’ 
and those whose loved ones Lie in 
“Flanders’ Fields” will be the happier 
iii the knowledge of the sorrow that 
is theirs. 


Jury Return Verdict of Fel

:nce of Four Witnesses 
To Show Affair Was 
An Accident 


On the af.’c rnoon of Wednesday 
last Dr. O. Brown, coroner, held an in¬ 
quest over the body of C. G. Thomas, 
of Eastway, who had been killed at 
Eastway early that morning. The in¬ 
quest was held at the home of Mr. 
M. P. Mar: hall, Eastway. 

The jurois empanelled were T. B. 
Lebow, Jas. McCutcheon, E. E. Mac¬ 
intosh, W. H. McPherson, Rev. A. R. 
Schrag, and F. L. Siming.'on. Mr. 
Schrag was appointed foreman of the 
jury.

The preliminary enquiry of the 
case <^f Percy George Felham Hunter, 
of EastWay, charged with the man¬ 
slaughter of Charles Gordon Thomas, 
storekeeper cf Eastway, came up be¬ 
fore J. A. Lindsay, J. P., at the A.P. 
P. Barracks on Saturday afternoon. 

The accused reserved his defence. 
H. J. Maber appeared for the defence. 
The witnesses called were Elbert 
Spiller, Eastway; Henry Willard, 
Queenstown; Dr. Knowles, Vulcan, 
and M. P. Marshall, Eastway. 

The evidence of Spiller was to the 
effect that he, together with Willard 
and Hunter, left Vulcan for Eastway 
in Willard’s car at about eleven 
o’clock on the night of December 17. 
The journey was broken several times 
and Willard and Hunter took whiskey 
from a bottle. 


is came to 
his death, the jurors adjoined to the 
store, where the body lay, to view .he 
remains. On returning to the house 
after viewing the body, the jurors 
heard the evidence of E. Spiller, M.- 
P. Marshall and Henry Willard. The 
facts brought out were in the.mairr as 
will be found stated elsewhere in this 
issue. After a short deliberation the 
jury adjourned to meet that night at 
the A.P.P.-Barracks, Vulcan. 

At that meeting, after discussion of 
the facts, a further adjournment was 
made until Thursday night at the 
same place. On that' night Spiller, 
Marshall and Willard were again ex¬ 
amined, but no further light was 
thrown on the subject. Dr. Knowles 
and J. M. Marshall were also heard. 
After hearing all the evidence, the 
room was cleared of all but the jurors 
and rt one o’clock on the following 
morning, the jury brought in a ver- 


Eastway was reached 
at about half past one in the morning 
and Willard stopped the car at the 
store kept by Thomas, saying that he 
was going in to get something to eat. 
Willard Called Thomas, and Spiller 
delivered some flour to Mr. M. P. 
Marshall, whose house was about 76 
yards away. On his return, Spiller 
entered the store and Thomas was 
opening some tins of sardines. Spiller 
was invited to eat some supper. The 
men stood around talking for about 
46 minutes. Willard and Hunter were 
arguing about saddle horses, and wit¬ 
ness stated that there were no signs 
of^iitmter/being an^by. during the ar¬ 
gument. Thomas was behind the 
counter during the greater part of the 
argument. Toward the end of it he 
walked round the end of. the counter 
toward the stove, passing behind Hun¬ 
ter as he did so, and shaking him 
playfully by the arms. When at t|i* 


Marshall asked him to go out- to East¬ 
way store as Thomas was hurt by a 
cut below the beltline. On reaching 
Eastway store he found Thomas lying 
dead in a pool of blood, and on exami¬ 
nation found on insized wound about 
an inch in length over the common 
femoral artery; the artery was tut. 
Thomas must have died in less than 
two minutes after it was inflicted 1 . 
Witness saw Hunter in the store and 
asked how it happened; Hunter was 
lamenting the accident. Witness sug¬ 
gested to Hunter that he go home and 
rest. Dr. Knowles said that the 
cause of death was the cutting of the 
Common femoral artery. He gathered 
from Hunter that the affair was an 
accident. The deceased was wearing 
trousers and ^drawers, and it was 
quite possible that a knife, handled

“Our casualties in <^ur Brigade have 
been veiy light, and I think at present 
all our troops are getting away with 
very few casualties. We have our ups 
and downs as usual; one day in a col¬ 
lege, the next in a chateau, and when 
we finally settle it will be in a chateau. 

"We are looking now for an armis- 
,tice any day. In fact, if was announc¬ 
ed, (unofficially) yesterday that the 
white flag was on the way to the 
western front. If it was-not for the 
loss of so many good men and the 
destruction of property, we would like 
to see German territory.”

OUR WAR EXPENDITURE 


In Your Town and 100 Others 


The,Minister of Finance has''for¬ 
warded to the Government full parti¬ 
culars as to t he war expenditure of 
Canada, and as to the annual pension 
burden which will result from the. 
war. The total expenditure of Cana¬ 
da is estimated at one billion and sixty 
eight million dollars to Nov. 30. To 
the 31st of March next it is estimated 
at one billion two hundred and ninety 
millions. 

To this estimate should be added 
the amount of war outlay which will 
be incurred after March 31, 1919, 
which may exceed three hundred mil¬ 
lion dollars. The pension load is esti¬ 
mated at thirty million dollars per 
year, and probably more. Canada’s 
net debt at March 31, 1914 was three 
hundred and thirty-six millions. The 
net debt to March 31, 1919, is estimat¬ 
ed at one billion and a half, 

In addition to the above, Canada 
will have a large claim for indict or 
consequential damages, as well as 
those arising out of the raids of Ger¬ 
man submarines upon Canadian fish¬ 
ing vessels.
